Under the title of "Healthy Ex- 
pression" you reprinted (in your 
issue of March 22) an editorial 
from the Pensacola Journal of March 
It). 

It is indeed so pleasant to receive 
praise that we often succumb to it 
without perceiving the flattering or 
backslapping elements of which it 
may be composed. Indeed, so de- 
luded may we become, as any car 
salesman will testify, that we talte 
his exaltationof our superior taste — 
in choosing nothing but the best — 
to be the supreme compliment, pro- 
ceeding from an authoritative source 
and prompted by genuine admiration. 
Such is the power of praise. 

The pardon one is willing t.. ex- 
tend to such human weakness, can, 
however, not be stretched t cover 
an acceptance of praise, ,,i anv 
kind, which is given at others' expense 
The Flambeau has stooped to accept 
such praise, prompted not by vir- 
tue of the merits of a student ac- 
tivity on its campus, but by a shame- 
ful attempt to downgrade Jther stu- 
dents at another university. 

Should the Flambeau plead ignor- 
ance of the facts regarding the 
events at Berkeley, we may, on 
our pan, ask what efforts the Flam- 
beau has made in the direction of 
remedying that sad state. After 
all, the Flarr.be ::u addresses itself 
to young men and w men who are 
here to learn methods f inquiry 
in their pursuit of truth (albeit 
a degree) just as do students at 
other universities, not the least 
among them. The University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley. 

Even a most lirr:i;ed ir.quiry would 
have yielded the f ii wing facts: 

1. The free speech n. \en!ent is 
an extracurricular activity entirely.

In tlie light of these very basic 
facts we ask the editor: Is it 
likely that it is: "Free speech 
or filthy speech?. . .That seems to 
be the question," as tlie Pensacola 
Journal will have us to believe?

Taking an iiher swipe at the Dean 
of Students because he can't lead 
the FSU delegation to the SUSGA 
convention later this month, Mening 
said, "I've become more than a 
little Concerned because this is the 
second time in a week that the Dean 
of Students has arbitrarily over- 
ridden the Statutes of the Constitu- 
tion. 

"If this trend is to continue there 
will be no Student Government, only 
rule by administrative decree," he 
said. 

The two Instances that Merting re- 
ferred to were the installation of 
Jim Groot over the decision of the 
Honor Court and this present con- 

tr' iversy. 

Student Body Statutes Title XI, 
Chapter 900 Section 900.2 states: 

"A. '1 he incuriiLieni president 'f the 



student body shall be chairman of 
the FSU delegation to the annual 
SUSGA Conference. 

"B. The remaining four official 
delegates shall ue appointed by the 
President of the Student Body at the 
time of the call to the Conference, 
and shall be chosen as follows: 

"1. One delegate shall be Presi- 
dent Elect of the student body or a 
member of the President's cabinet. 

"2. One delegate shall be from the 
Uni\ersity Senate, appointed after 
consultation with the Vice-President 
of the Student Body. 

"3. One delegate shall be from the 
student coun system appointed after 
consultation with the chairman of 

the Courts. 

"4. One delegate shall befrom stu- 
dent publications appomted after 
C'jiisultailon with the three editors- 
in-chief s." 

Merting said that the call to the 
conference came during his tenure 
and he had the responsibility to make 
up the list >f delegate!:^. 



Continuing, Merting said, "tbey 
were chosen as the statutes provided 
and they are the finest people that 
we could have to represent FSU." 

Included in the list Merting sub- 
mitted were Jim Groot; Sue Rich- 
ardson, representing the Senate; Don 
Loucks, from the court system; Gin- 
ger Mclnnis from publications; Nan- 
cy Ashley and Bill Wood because of 
their executive positions and Doug 
Stewart who was expected to obtain 
an elected office in SUSGA. 

When contactedfor comment on this 
issue Dean of Studms Dr. Harry P. 
Day said be had nothing new to add 
to his statement of Wednesday. 

In tliat statement Day said the rea- 
son Merting's list would not be used 
Is because Merting had not consulted 
with the Dean of Students office In 
naming tiie delegates and Merting's 
list was inappropriate. 

In reply Merting said, "In years 
past it was not necessary to clear 
the list of delegates through the 
Dean's fiffice."

"Puritan Heritage StiU Prevails

(CPS) Contrary to popular opinion, 
sexual permissiveness has not swept 
the American Collie campus, a 
Stanford University researcher con- 
tends. 

Mervln B. Freedman, assistant 
dean of undergraduate educationand 
a research associate at the Institute 
for the Study of Human Problems, 
bases his conclusion on a detailed 
study of an Eastern women's college 
In which 49 students were Interview- 
ed for four years and several thous- 
and students were tested. 

Freedman's findings indicate that: 
three fourths or more of America's 
unmarried college women are vir- 
gins; premarital intercourse among 
college women is usually restricted 
to their future husbands; pro- 
miscuity is probably confined to a 
very small percentage of college 
women— probably a lower pro- 
ponion than high school girls. 

While attitudes toward sex are often 
liberalized in coUege, Freedman 
feels that the "Puritan heritage has 
by no means passed from the Amer- 
ican scene." 

He adds that "the great change in 
sexual behavior and mores since 
1900 has been In freedom of attitude 



.and in petting. . .It may be, how- 
ever, that the incidence of premari- 
tal Intercourse has risen slowiv 
since 1930, particularly among enl 
gaged coi^les. . ." 

According to Freedman, "It may 
well be that American college stu- 
dents have evolved patterns of sex- 
ual behavior that will remain stable 
for some time to cume." i he be- 
havior consists of petting, inter- 
course among engaged couples, and 
early marriage." 

, "Puritan sentiments, inhibition of 
appetites and instincts, are a strong 
feature of American middle class 
life," Freedman said. 'They tia,,. 
been and are still being passed frurn 
generation to generation. Conse- 
quently, most college women oehave 
conventionally, even though they mav 
not adhere to any specific moral 
code." 

He added, 'Tew coUege students 
can propound with any conviction 
ethical arguments for sexual abstin- 
ence or continence. Acc rdingly, 
they are loathe to condemn the be- 
havior of others. This d es n t mean 
however, that the feeling that under- 
lay these convictions have dis- 
appeared."

The Student Association f r the 
Promotion of Higher Education is 
expected to favor a m dest increase 
In registration fees and the Chan- 
cellor System in the upcom.ing legis- 
lature sessions, according to former 
Student Body President John Men- 
Ing. 

SAPHE is a student organized as- 
sociation promoting legislaturefav- 
orable toFlorlda'suniversities. Ac- 
cording to Merting, Nonh Car im;. 
was the first state to organize ^uch a 
structuie effectively. 

Student body presidents from the 
state's universities met with legis- 
lators at a convention in Tampa last 
October to formulate a formalized 
line of communication between the 
universities and legislators. 

"SAPHE is a loosely organized as- 
sociation which plans to achieve con- 
tinuity between the universities and 
the legislators without a formal or- 
ganization," said Mening. 

"It is meant t pr r; -e a uetter 
image of higher education by educat- 
ing the state to its needs and pro 
moting legislature favorable to a 
university atmosphere," added 
Merting. 

He clarified SAPHE's purpose as 
"not in a position to pressure the 
legislature but to educate the people 
to the needs of higher education." 

SAPHE is considering a proposal 
which would bring off -campus hous- 
ing facilities under the jurisdiction 
of the Hotel and Restaurant Com.- 
mission. This would force the resi- 
dences to meet the necessary sani- 
tary and stfety requirements for 
student housii^. 

SAPHE plans to siqiport proposals 



on an exenipii, ,•; f . aie.s tax on 
student activity funds and first 
priority for financial aid to the Uni- 
versity of Florida's Law School with 
planning funds for a law school at 
FSL'.

1 he work, inspired by Hans Hol- 
beiii's 58 woodcuts illustrating the 
dances of death, is introduced by 
the ringing of colossal, sinister 
chimes while low brass intones the 
hymn. After a solemn statement 
of the theme by tiie piano, each var- 
iation depicts another triumph of 
death, said Sedore. 

A source of consolation to multi- 
tudes of oR)ressed people in the 
Middle Ages, the dances of death 
showed the mighty being mown down, 
he continued. 

In the Liszt work the bony clatter 
of the dance and the terror of the 
subjects is depicted in vivid notes 

if pian« and rchestrallnstruments, 
Sedore remarked. 

Kilenyi wUl also play the "E Flat 
Cl ncerto" by Liszt. Both numbers 
have been performed by him with 
the New York Philharmonic, Lon- 
don Philharmonic, Pans Societe 
des Concerts du conservatoire, Hol- 
lywood Bowl, and Concerts Colonne. 

His recording of the 'Todtentanz," 
made in Paris, was awarded the 
Grand Prix du Disque and was cited 



by the Saturday Review as the best 
recorded Todtentanz performance. 
The second half of the program 
will be given over to a presenta- 
tion of Rimsky-Korsakoff's "Schen- 
erazade Symphonic Suite" In four 
movements. 

The movements orchestrally de- 
pict four events from the "Two and 
One Nights": The Sea and Sin- 
bad's ship: The Story of the Ka- 
lander Prince; The Young Prince 
and the Young Princess; Festival 
at Bagdad, The Sea, The Ship Goes 
to Pieces on a Rock, and Conclu- 
sion. 

The score is prefaced with this 
note explaining the background of 
"Scheherazade": 

"The Sultan Schahrlar, convinced 
of the duplicity and infidelity of 
all women, vows to slay each of 
his wives after the first night. 

"The Sultana Scheherazade, how- 
ever, saved her life by the expe- 
dient of recounting to the Sultan 
a succession of tales over a period 
of a 1.000 and one nights. 

"Overcome by curiosity, the mon- 
arch postponed from day to day the 
execution of his wife, and ended 
by renouncing altogether Us san- 
guinary resolution. 

The work features nine principal 
Instruments in solo passages and 
cadenzas.

Ordidn't 
you know that the "peace-loving 
Americans" have over 115 military 
bases in Vietnam? We want peace 
so bad, we'd kill anyone to get it. 
(Consider the expense the LS has 
gone to convincing the Russians. 
We've had to build missile bases 
all over the eanh to do it !). Kinda 
funny but it doesn't seem to con- 
vince them, huh? 

You ask, "who would the people 
who desire a democratic govern- 
ment" turn to if the US pulls our? 
Was Diem your idea of a demo- 
cratic goyemment? Was Kahn? 
According to my definition, demo- 
cracy means a government chosen 
by the people, (no, not by our 
people, by theirs!). In Eisenho- 
wer's memoirs, "Mandate for 
Change," he states that his advisors 
agreed that if free elections were 
held, in 1956, Ho Chi Minh would 
have received at least 80% ..f the 



votes. Fortunately we preserved 

"democracy" by not permitting 
elections, and by backing Diem in 
exchange for the "right" to buUd 
military bases. (N. Y. Times, 
8/22/63). 

Now, admittedly, it is well nigh 
impossible for the avepage person 
to find out some of these played- 
down facts. The US cenalnly doesn't 
like to admit we'd do anything f -r 
our own selfish interests. The 
college student sh<.'Uld especially be 
aware that everything is not black 
and white, and I wiuld s .oner have 
a "house divided" than to follow 
blindly the path toward WW 111 
simply to have unity. 

In SE Asia, Cambodia's neutralist 
Prince Sihanouk has pointed out, 
"the more the US fights c m- 
munism', the more they will suc- 
ceed in spreading it." Could it 
possibly be that our "Ble Stick" 
foreign policy is a lltrie ut -dated? 

If another country ch > ses to elect 
a government which is different 
t" ours, does this give us the "re- 
sponsibility" to change it for them? 
Is that democracy? We as educated 
people, should be especially aware 
of the importance in considering 
opposing points of view, even more 
s 1 when they concern many ideas 
and conditions we may not be fa- 
miliar with. 

.No one likes to admit that a country 
as great as .urs has made a mis- 
take, but ai: one has t ■ di is study 
a bit of US history, and it will be 
i bvious that it cenalnly isn't the 
first time nor in all pp.bability will 
it be the last.

FSU's present religion courses 
are included in the curriculum of 
the Philosophy and Religion De- 
partment. Separation and expan- 
sion of the latter Into its own 
degree awarding branch is partly 
being financed tv the Danfordi Foun- 
dation. 

According to Dr. Spivey, creation 
of the new department puts religion 
in its rightful place — simply as an 
academic subject important to the 
full development of the Individual. 

"At one time," said Dr. Spivey, 
"theology was the queen of academic 
disciplines back in the Middle \ges. 
In the first pan f • ur cer.ioi-y 
religion had been pushed ut if the 
academic scene of many institu- 
tions of higher learning, particularly 
of state universities. Presently, 
though, the pendulum is swinging 
back the other way. 

"Students are now realizing the 
value of religious courses, and many 
graduate students, particularly 
those in school, are receiving their 
bachelor degrees in this depart- 
ment." 

Students majoring in religion will 
earn 27 hours In their field,, and 
minors will be required to earn 12. 

The department will be concerned 
with the historical, ethical, biblical, 
and philosophical parts of religion. 
It will be non-sectarian and will 
give fair assessmoK to the world's 
religion.?. 

Courses offered in September will 
include Eastern Religions, which 
will delve into Buddhism, Confucian- 
ism, Hinduism, Taoism, and /en. 

The Influence of Religious 1 h' ut'ht 
on Western Culture will analyze 
major Ideological trends from tlie 
Reformation to the present. Inter- 
action between socio-poUtico-eco- 
nomlc patterns and religion will be 
emphasized.

Corma A. Mowrey, associate di- 
rector of Lay Relations of the Na- 
ti(_)nal Education Association, noted 
that 39 percent of 1963 college 
graduates were women. This was a 
smaller ratio than in either 1940 
or 19ti0. 

The decline is even sharper in 
fields of graduate study, Mrs. 
Mowrey indicated. The proponion 
of women earning Master's degrees 
was only 31 percent in 1963, as 
compared to 38 percent in 1940 and 
40 percent in 1930. And as far as 
women earning Ph.D.'s is con- 
cerned, "We have fared still 
worse.' 

The number of women earning doc- 
torates today has more than tripled 
since 1930, but the number of men 
doing so has increased more than 
five -fold.

FSU students who find it diffi- 
cult to continue college due to fi- 
nancial problems may be helped 
through the federal government's 
Economic Opponuniry Act begin- 
ning trimester III, according to 
James Corrigan of the Office of 
Financial Aid. 

This program provides part-time 
jobs for full-time students and full- 
time jobs for students who need 
work during trimesters for which 
they are not enrolled in the Uni- 
versity. 

According to Corrigan, students 
who meet the low Income require- 
ment of coming from a family with 
a gross income of less than $3,000 
with an additional $600 allowed for 
each dependent, will be assured of 
a job on or off campus. 

The government will pay 90% of 
the cost of the program with the 
remaining 10% coming from tlie 
University or community agency 
hiring students.

The other type, i'eing placed in 
all dorms, the libr.n-y and :he Seiui- 
ni'le Cluli tiday, is Wi rded espei- inl- 
ly for the interested American stu- 
dent. The petition states:

The House and El Kenz were re- 
paired by students for students: 
maybe that is why it is the m(>st 
popular place on campus. Ni- one 
ever felt a stranger at the Inter- 
national House.

We have heard some concern expressed over the 
present pre- registration arrangements and specifically 

why students must return April 30, to pay fees. As 
near as we can determine at this point the facts are 
as stated below: 

The time lapse involved in previous pre-r^stration 
programs has caused undue problems for both stu- 
dents, the registrar, and the comptrollers office. 

When all cards, particularly the white fees card, 
were distributed at pre-registration in the past, they 
were many times lost. This necessitated either 
obtaining a new card or tracking down the student 
after he had paid without turning in the card. 

This problem, coupled with others such as fjeneral 
loss of all cards and students who were dismissed 
from school registering before they realized their 
('.isniissal, created general confusion for two or three 
weeks after the trimester started. 

The registrars office has told us that the confusion 
created work that was almost impossible to handle. 
One good reason that this office could not keep up 
with the extra problems is the 49% increase of the 
student body since 1948, and the .059% increase of 
personnel in the registrars office since that time. 

They simply can't keep up with the work. 

We understand that pre-registration is being phased 
out and that the present distribution of class cards 
will probably also be eliminated in the near future. 
We have not as yet been able to verify this state- 
ment, but we would hope it isn't true. 

V>'e can understand the position of the re^:istrarfe 
office and would not ask them to exist in a state of 
confusion for the sake of pre-registration. Their 
job is too important for this. 

But we also feel that pre-registration is a definite 
boon to the student and we would like to be assured 
that all possibilities of a pre-registration program 
have been exhausted before it is done away with.

At 12:30 a.m., after four and a 
half hours deliberation they is- 
sued a statement. 

Through Acting President John E. 
Champion , they said, in part: 

"Because the Administrative 
Council in its best judgement feels 
that in addition libelous mater- 
ials the publication also contains 
materials which are vulgar, the 
University has taken steps to dis- 
continue further distribution of the 
April issue of SMOKE SIGNALS. 

"It should be unmistakably clear 
that the Florida State University 
administration believes that the wid- 



est degree of latitude should be al- 
lowed student editors for the full 
discussion of current issues and 
problems. This is a stated prin- 
ciple of the Board of Student Pub- 
lications. 

Other principles of the Board of 
Student Publications state: 

". . .The University is the pub- 
lisher of all publications which bear 
its name. The University has an 
obligation, therefore, to see that they 
are in keeping with the aims and 
character of the institution. . . 
. . . "Editors are expected to ex- 
hibit good taste in the contents of 
their publications. Good taste ex- 



cludes material which Is salacious, 
obscene or vtilgar. . . ". 

"After the most careful and del- 
iberate consideration, the Adminis- 
trative Council fijids that certain 
materials in ihis publication are 
unquestl. nauly llbei ms and vulgar 
and are clearly inconsistent with 
the high aims and character of the 
Florida State University. 

"The University does not intend to 
pre-edit material which student ed- 
itors place in student pu; ikMti i:s. 
However, the University c annul and 
will not condone the distribution of 
vulgar or libelous materials in pub- 
lications for which it is responsible.

Early in the meeting of the newly 
formed board it was decided that 
the recommendation of the Council 

if Presidents of the State Univer- 
sities concerning year-round opera- 
tion would be adopted, without 
change. 

The recommendation said that each 
university in the State University 
System shall operate on a year- 
round calendar. 

Year-round operation was defined 
as not less than 210 days. (42 weeks) 
of Instruction per calendar year, 
exclusive of registration periods, 
holidays and final exam sessions. 

Each university shall develop and 
propose a year-round calendar with- 
in this definition. The proposed 
calendars are to be submitted to 
the Council of Presidents prior to 
July 1. 

The recommendation also stated 



University of Florida Law School 
will have reached its capacity by 
1968 and at least five years is 
needed to plan and bring a Law 
School into being. 
The request was for $25 thousand 
in the year 65-66 and for $40 
thousand in the year 66-67. 
The Board of Regents refused 
Champion's request on the grounds 
that the Florida Law School has not 
yet met its needs and the establish- 
ment of one at FSU would take 
money that is needed there. 

It was also noted that sufficient 
funds to develop a qualified Law 
School at FSU are not available at 
this time. 

The Board also stated that in the 
professions "quality is more im- 
portant than quantity." It pre- 
ferred to wait and establish another 
Law School when there are suf- 



Present at the discussion were 
new board chairmen Wayne Cow- 
art. BOP members John Holly, 
Sallyanne Huffaker, Max CourtMy, 
Dave Nelsen, Dr. Reid Montgomery, 
and Pugh. 

Also in attendance were Jim Pres- 
ton, editor of the "Smoke Signals," 
Bob Comet, edltor-electof the jour- 
nal. Max Gelders, a "Smoke Sig- 
nals" staff writer, and Erik Col- 
lins, editor-in-chief of the 'Tlorida 
Flambeau." 

After some preliminary dis- 
cussion, Collins, acting in his ca- 
pacity of ex-officio member of the 
board, moved that any formal dis- 
cussion and possible subsequent ac- 
tion be deferred until the next regu- 
larly scheduled meeting of the board, 

Coiilns said that he felt the only 
action possible at a special meeting 
that could not be taken at a regu- 
lar session would be to stop the 
distribution of the magazine. 

He stated that he thought the Board 
could Informally give its opinion to 
the editor of the "Smoke Signals' 
and thus leave any possible removal 
from distribution in the hands of 
the editor responsible for the pub- 
lication. 

Miss Huffaker added she felt the 
board would be setting a dangerous 
precedent if it elected to review 
and to possibly take action before 
the distribution of a student pub- 
lication as this could easily lead 

to a censorship of any publication 
at the whim if the board. 

Collins C' nciuded by saying that 
the editors, not the BOP, must be 
responsible for their individual pub- 
lications and If this being the case, 
any action taken before the distrt- 
bution of a publication would be 
a violation of the board's own poll- 



After discussion, the motion was 
passed by a 4-2 vote, Montgommery 
and Pugh dissenting. 

The board then decided, on a mo- 
tion made by Miss Huffaker and 
seconded by Collins, to informally 
discuss the current issue tif the 
"Smoke Signals" and to convey to 
Preston any individual opinions the 
board members might have. 

Comments were made on the pos- 
sible inappropriateness of using pic- 
tures and trademarks of weil 
known individuals or companies In 
the "Smoke Signals." 

At its second emergency meeting 
in as many days the Board of 
Publications recommended to maga- 
zine editor Jim Preston that he 
". . .delete and destroy the of- 
fensive material on page 26." 

The board made this recommen- 
dation to prevent any possible libel 
suit against the University. 

Preston said that he would abide 
by the board's wishes and try to find 
some method of either blocking out 
the objectionable sections or remove 
the page itself. 

This ain-.' ?t i. ut-lnre -f :he 
board's stand-fast jpiniun of the 
preceding night came alter a two 
hour session with State Assistant 
Attorney General Sam Spector. 

Spector said that in his opinion 
and understanding f libel law that 
two of the captions in the "Screen- 
ing Meemle" section were ilbel 
per se and thus left the University 
open for suit. 

Board Chairman Wayne Cowart 
made it clear to Preston, and the 
other publication editors present, 
that the board was only making a 
recommendation and not dictating 
content. 

Cowart said that ultimate respunsi-

According to Dean of Students Harry P. Day, the 

editorial policy of the "Smoke Signals" is one that 
"we deem inappropriate." The controversy now 
raging over the latest issue of "SS" serves to bring 
to light one of the greatest problems FSU students 
face. 

The students' problem is the "we" part of Day's 
statement. Perhaps the Dean is referring to the 
collective administration with his "we," but from 
past instances and the present "SS" hassle, there is 
good reason to believe people or groups other than 
our administrators have helped form tMs opinion of 
"inappropriateness." 

If Dean Day or any administrator is being so pres- 
sured, it puts them in the impossible position of care- 
fully balancing on the fence of impartiality and at- 
tempting to satisfy both outside pressure groups and 
the student body. It is an impossible position to take 
and can never be executed successfully. 

In a battle, someone has to lose, and if they don't, 
an ineffective stalemate is created which is even 
worse. 

The saddest part of the situation is that the students 
will almost without doubt turn out the loser. It is 
a hard, cruel fact that the funds are coming from 
Florida's taxpayers through our legislature and the 
hand that pulls the strings seems to pull quite a few- 
others. 

We think it would be safe to say that the students 

have accepted and enioved the "editorial policy" of 
the "Smoke Signals." But others have not enjoyed 
it and it appears that the students will continue to 
have their tastes dictated to them through adminis- 
trative offices.

That complex reaction to economic 
dislocation and social needs called 
communism is not likely to be 
bowed over by any "fighting spirit." 
The Hungarian revolt of 1956 was 
defeated more by a lack, on the 
part of the Hungarians, of tanks 
and powerful allies than any de- 
ficiencies in their "fightli^ spirit." 
Most observant southerners know 
that segregation is deeply rooted in 
the very soul of southern life. Its 
economic relationships. Its chur- 
ches, its charities. Its politics, and 
its panem of personal habits are 
all closely bound up in segregation. 
A solution to segregation requires 
more force behind it than the nebu- 
lous dedication to do the right thli% 
that the Moral Re-Armament group 
presents. As we know, the forces 
of desegrq^ation chose to use the 
power of the Federal Government 
to gain their ends, rather than rely 
on a campaign of moral re-arma- 
ment to show Alabama, Mississippi, 
and the rest of the South the error 
of their ways. 

The Moral Re-Armament move- 
ment is a will without a way and 
a purpose without a program. So- 
cial problems can only be solved by 
social rearrangement. Political 

pr ijUmtis require fwlitlcal solution. 
The internal reform of the Indi- 
vidual can only serve the emotional 
needs of that individual and cannot 
be expected to solve a host of so- 
cial questions. To think so is an 
illusion and to do s - is to insure 
that the problems will go unsolved.

"We wint pants!" was the ex- 
uberaiii cry as a mass of male 
Ftudents . . nverged on Magnolia, 
1) nnan, Landis and Florida Halls 
Thursday night. 

A statement on the "panty raid' 
was issued from the CKCfice of ttie 
Dean of Students the following day. 
It said: 

"There is no room on this campus 
for students who forget their in- 
dividual responsibilities to the ex- 
tent that they participate in or ex- 
cite mob actions with consequent 
danger to life and property." 

The reactions of the coeds as they 
witnessed this "mob action" were 
varied from "I thought it was great," 
to "1 hated it, I was scared to 
death," and "I didn't know what 
it was at first." 

Some coeds felt that the panty 

raid was "just a release of built- 
up tensions nverfinals' while i hers 
thought It was "just a part of col- 
lege life." 

One student said, "I'm kinda glad 
it happened because 1 was begin- 
ning to wonder if the boys around 
here were normal." 

Another coed ■^aid, "It's the only 
sign of life I've seen on the campus." 
Several said it "made the tri- 
mester worthwhile," and that it 
"added excitement to dead week." 

Some students condemned the ac- 
tions of the students saying it was 
"childish" and "gross." The feel- 
ings of one coed were that "If it 
had just been a panty raid it would 
have been hysterical, but their lang- 
uage and actions got a little out of 
hand." 

The feelings of almost all the 
women students, whether for or a- 
gainst the panty raid, were summed 
up by one stunned and overwhelmed 
coed. All she could say was, 
"Ohhhhhh!"

should not be circulated. 

"However, if the Board of Publi- 
cations is of the opinion that the 
magazine should be circulated,then 
this deveU^s into a student versus 
administration dilemma. 

"At this point the alternatives 
rest in the hands of the Board of 
Publications," concluded Groot. 

The BOP met last night to for- 
mally review the magazine and make 
possible suggestions to guide its 
future policies.

Officers Look ToYear Ahead

The following is a statement in 
response to Mr. Brown's last in- 
stallment on Business Schools. 

Thank you, Mr. Brownl You have 
given me the opportunity I've been 
waiting for; a chance to prove to 
you, and all those whc t-:ke -.our 
side, how wronz ;.ou reall;. ire. 
Your pseudo-in:ellectualism is 
rejil;. sicker.ir.g. and makes me want 
to vomit. Not once have you pre- 
sented coiiStniCTive criticism of 
Business Schools or Business Edu- 
cation. 7his is apparent to any 
Intelligent reader. The interviews 
that you have had with Mr. James 
Hardy do not impress me. As 
much as I respect Mr. Hardy, he 
is but one man. For every one 
like him I could find ten with op- 
posing views. Furthermore, the 
only thing that you said you received 
from him was the fact that com- 
panies are hiring Liberal Arts ma- 
jors as A-ell as business majors. 
I disputes this in rriy first state- 
ment, and pointed out the "real" 
reason for this. It really proves 
nothing. 

The faa that you have had nine 
hours of business courses does not 
exactly make you an authority on 
the value of a business education. 
I suggest that you take nine more 
hours in order to "broaden your 
outlook." Better yet, 1 think that 
you should pursue a degree in cos- 
mology or theology. This will cer- 
tainly broaden your outlook and get 
you a top executive position with 
any major corporation! I? 

Any research that you may have 
done on this subject could not have 
been very thorough. Otherwise you 
would have found out that "116 col- 
leges offer international studies in 
business, some of them more than 
20 separate courses. Some have 
full fledged departments cf inter- 
national business."(Bus. Wk. Dec. 
14, 1963). This is because most 
business decisions today are really 
multi-cultural. 

You keep mentioning, Mr. Brown, 
that out of 200 top executives who 
were intervlewed.only two had busi- 
ness administration degrees. 
Phooeylt A closer examination of 
the facts will show that most of 



them got their original jobs 20 or 
30 years ago, when liberal arts 
graduates far outnumbered business 
graduates. Consequently, these 
men slowly woriced their way to the 
top. No doubt many of the 198 
aren't even college graduates. G E. 
has already measured the impact of 
the business school son its own man- 
power and operations. In a study 
recently completed. G. E, finds that 
"It is deriving rising benefits from 
the contributions of recent business 
school graduates. These men. the 
study shows, tend to progress more 
rapidly up the managerial ladder 
than any others." (Nations Bus., 
April 1964). 

As for underemployment, Mr. 
Brown, this is more common with 
liberal arts graduates. For ex- 
ample, I know of a man who grad- 
uated with a major in government and 
is currently a postman. A good 
friend of mine graduated with a 
major in foreign languages and is 
now selling tires for Firestone. 
When you picked an accountant as 
an fexample of underemployment, 
you made a poor choice. I suggest 
that you consult a dictionary, Mr. 
Brown, so that you might under- 
stand the difference between in 
accountant and a bookkeeper. Any- 
one who has an accounting degree, 
and does bookkeeping work, does 
so out of his own cliolce and not 
by chance. Such a person is either 
too lazy to take on the decision 
making responsibilities of an ac- 
countant, or is simply not interes- 
ted in the nature of the work. Never- 
theless, the opportunity for him is 
still there. 

One of the greatest contributions 
that business schools give to so- 
ciety is that they stimulate a will- 
ingness and desire to excel. Upon 
our ability to excel in every field 
of endeavcr rests the future of busi- 
ness enterprises, of our nation, 
and of the cniire free w(;rU!. 

So whenever you decide to cri- 
ticize someone or something, Mr. 
Brown, I suggest that you keep in 
mind that Confucious or.ce said, 
"He who speaks without adequate 
knowledge, will be silenced by the 
truth." Have you anything else 
to say, Mr. Brown?

'State' Or 'Great' 



The phrase "s^reat university" has been applit ti to 
FSU quite a bit lately and it is an ideal toward which 
we should always strive. 

But FSU has to move from a "state university" to 
the "great university" and it may take a lot more work 
than anyone realizes. 

The implications involved in our university attaining 
greatness are many, and not the least of these is over- 
coming dictates from influential pai-ties outside the 
FSU community. 

Should these dictates involve such areas as sound 
financial responsibility or top adm'nistrati've hirinsr and 
firing, they will most likely be acceptable. Florida state 
law provides for a Board of Regents which is com- 
missioned with these responsibilities. 

But should these dictates stem from persons or 
groups rigidly trying to enforce their own moral value 
jud^^ements, they should not bs acceptable to the Uni- 
versity. This is a type of self-righteousness that stifles 
what just m-ght be the truth. 

If the students' moral value judgements are in a maj- 
ority and are opposed to these outside influenf-e groups, 
then let's not let the state of Florida or anyone exist 
under the impression that FSU students are something 
they really are not. 

The suppression of the recent "Smoke Sitjnals" is 
serving the cause of suppressing a truth about our 
student body. 

With the deletion of one page in the "SS" which w is 
rated "criminally libelous," we believe the magazine 
could have been distributed without damaging the Uni- 
versity. It would then have been possible for student 
reaction and not any outside "interested" parties, to 
be the voice of FSU. 

We don't feel this is a rebellious attitude against 
being told what to fio. Rather we feel it is a rebellion 
against being told what we should like. The students' 
personal taste in what they read and observe can harm 
no one but themselves, and if they like to read what has 
been called "vulgar", then it's tima this fact was ad- 
mitted by the University. 

If students do not like what they read, this should 
also be brought to light. 

But however one looks at it, if the student never 
has the choice we will continue to exist in a state of 
half-truths with a deceptive front. 

It has been stated that the Florida State University 
is the publisher of "Smoke Signals," and from where 
v/e sit 10,000 students make up the majority voice of 
FSU. If we are not even felt to be responsible enough 
to determine our own taste, then the transition 
from "state" to "great" will be a very difficult one 
indeed.

'The Board found that there were 
seven specific items in the maga- 
zine which were inconsistent with 
ihe existing statement of principles 
of the Board of Publications. 

"Mr. James Preston, editor of 
the magazine, offered his resig- 
nation. The board accepted. 

"The Board expressed regret at 
the need to censure the editor, 
for it recognized that he had made 
significant contributions to the 
magazine in areas other than those 
involving the reasons for censure. 



'The board felt that it shared Mr. 
Preston's responsibility fortheloss 
of the April edition of the "Smoke 
Signals" in that it did not properly 
carry out its responsibility to re- 
view earlier editions of the maga- 
zine this year. 

"Members of the ixiard expressed 
concern that in the future better 
comtnunicatlons be established be- 
tween itself and the administration 
in order to allow for more effec- 
tive and less costly resolution of 
similar difficulties."
